Victor Murdock, the pugnacious Kansan, who attained national 


prominence in the palmy Bull Moose da\s, declares that among the 
bad habits of Americans the chief arc too much partisanship and 
"too great worship of success." 


Dr. Hugh Black, in an address in Chicago the other dfiy made 


this statement: "Before you young men of Chicago give yourselves 
up to -worship of success, be sure you know what success is." The, 
Kev. Jenkins Jones, a noted minister, with the same thot in mind 
recently declared that there is too much talk about "America First" 
meaning first in material things. 


The trouble with Americans, if we got the meaning of such ex- 


pressions as we have quoted above, is that the things we usually in- 
clude under the term "success" arc too often the stepping stones to 
failure. A flash in the world, an automobile in the garage and a 
note in the bank: a cold bottle and a hot bird at I in the morning 
to be paid for out of an $18 a week wage; n fine coat on the back 
with little or nothing in the stomach, these are some of the things 
Dr. Black must have had in mind when he was telling his youthful 
auditors to learn what success is before worshipping it. 


There is no difference between that interpretation of success and 


downright selfislmcss. Real success is not attained by the gratifica- 
tion of self. Those who think success is measured by the finest 
clothes, the most jewelry, the most nights KjMjnt in questionable forms 
cf recreation or the greatest accumulation of wealth, have a pool- 
opinion of this much abused word. 
• •• •• » < 


The farmer with the broadest expanse of acres may not be the 


really successful man of his township. The city with the'greatest 
number of inhabitants may not be nearly so successful in tlje things 
that go to make a real city as many of its smaller sisters. "America 
First," in the popular acceptance of that slogan, will never really 
put our country iirst in the things that are i-shcntial in true world 
leadership. 


The impression is too general in this country that for a man to 


get to the front he must do so by pushing other people aside. "Blow 
your own horn: no one else w ill do it for you," sceius to be a popular 
slogan with a great many Americans when, if the truth were known 
there never was a falser conception of a man's duty to himself. The 
incessant striving for self-aggrandizenient in the end must always 
defeat itself. 


To be sure, if people imagine reputation—what the world thinks- 


of you—constitutes success, then the blatant, know-it-all type of men 
are successful—in their own estimation. But if character—what \ov 
ARE—constitutes success, then those who are comprised in that type 
are ignorant of what success is. 


Truth, honesty, hard, patient effort, self-denial, are elements of 


success. The bitter dregs of defeat, the contempt of the crowd, tin 
scorn of the conical and what the world often calls failure are fre- 
quently the surest sijrns of success. 
For the true test of success if- 


not what we have, but what we ARE.
